He asked that 
any suggestions for its improvement be made by each member of The Board 
and returned to him well in advance of the Semi-Annual Meeting. He stated 
that any suggested amendations, with the approval of the President, would 
be included in a future revision of the draft which would then be presented 
at the Semi-Annual Meeting, and, if approved by The Board, used as a guide 
in approaches to foundations or individuals for financial support in those 
areas where such assistance might be expected,

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CONSERVATION 

Mr. LeCompte has completed work on two more panels of the 
Soissons stained glass window. He is currently working on the two 
lower panels in the left tier, leaving the three center panels still 
to be restored. The total cost to date is $800. 

The three Louis XV chairs with Beauvais tapestry coverings which 
have been with Hintlian Brothers for cleaning and restoration since 
August, 1959, have been returned. Of the twelve pieces in this set, 
these three were in the poorest condition, and it was necessary to 
remove the tapestry coverings from the seats for repair and reweaving. 
The Keeper of the Clark Collection is now taking bids for the work of 
remounting the tapestry seats. The three remaining pieces in the set 
(two chairs and one sofa) will be cleaned during the summer by 
Mr. Hintlian, thus completing the project. 

The Gilbert Stuart, George Washington (gift of B. 0. Tayloe) had 
a small cross in ink marked on the cravat by a vandal. Mr. Quandt, 
in removing the blemish, took the opportunity to clean the painting 
with happy results. The portraits freshness and clarity put it among 
the finest of 5tuart*s works. 

As noted under PERSONNEL in this Report, by the new contract with 
Mr. Quandt, effective May 1, 1960, he will work 50 days during a year 
on restoration of paintings in the Gallery (instead of 88.8 days under 
the old contract). This affects only one month covered by this Report, 
and the schedule can be broken down as follows:

At the completion of the 73rd school year, May 1960, enrollment 
in the Corcoran School of Art totalled 356 students. This figure shows 
an increase of 36 over the 1959 total enrollment of 320 and includes 35 
students under the G. I. Bill and 86 students from George "Washington 
University.

The closing exercises of the Adult School were held May 19th in 
the School auditorium which was filled to capacity, final estimate of 
attendance being 450. Forty-one certificates and 14 cash awards for 
outstanding work in class were presented by Frederick M. Bradley and 
Richard Lahey. Four scholarships were awarded: Skowhegan School 
Scholarship, Brooklyn Museum School Scholarship, "Women*s Advertising 
Club of Wfashington Scholarship and Eugen "Weisz Scholarship. Announcement 
was made of the Rose Zion Memorial Award to be presented next year. 

Courses to be offered during the summer (June 14 - August 5) 
are Drawing and Painting and Basic Design for adults under the instruction 
of Charles Forsythe, Assistant Principal. Children*s classes are divided 
into four groups by age: 5-6 years, 7-11 years, and two 12 - 16 year 
groups. The 5-11 year old children will meet in gallery 50 on alternating 
days under the instruction of Mrs. Arynne Bermont. Due to the demand for 
instruction in the 12 - 16 year age range, two classes taught by Mr. Odell 
"Wooten and Mrs. Jill Loomis were provided. 

Enrollment : 

110 children - registration closed. 

73 adults - registration continues. 

Four students will receive monitorship privileges which entitles 
them to a tuition-free course of study. 

The School catalogue was received from the printer in May. Demand 
for information on the School indicates an excellent distribution range 
geographically. About 230 copies of the catalogue have been given out or

mailed to out-of-state high schools, etc. Two thousand are currently 
being mailed to members of the Gallery.

Gentlemen: 

On June 17th, in preparation for this report for your meeting on July 
l&th, I received certain figures from Mr. Barnet -which covered the period from 
June, 1959 through May, i 960 as compared with the same twelve months of 1958-1959. 
These show the actual credits to membership income with a gain of $22,026.00. 

Of this gain, $3,500 were not strictly membership income and, while they 
come from the publicity created for the 100th Anniversary of the Gallery, the 
Membership Committee should not claim full credit for these gifts. On the other 
hand, the expenses might well be considered as non-recurring as these specific 
gifts and approximately offset one another. Figures can always be interpreted 
in various ways and you will use your own interpretation. 

The figures which interest me particularly are those relating to changes 
in the membership. There was an increase from 54 to 62 in the list of Fellows 
between the report of June, 1959 and the report of May, I960. There was also an 
increase from 11 to 12 in the Life memberships for the same period. These were 
not essentially the result of the work of the Membership Committee and we do not 
claim credit for them.

Including the Fellows and Life members, the memberships increased from 
240 to 453. Excluding the Fellows and Life members, the memberships increased 
from 175 to 379* 
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During the same period my calculations indicate that Annual member¬ 
ships ($10 and $15 each) decreased in Dollars from $20,000 to $17,710 and in 
numbers from 1,654 to 1 , 464 . I believe that this reduction was due, in part, 
to an increase in category of a certain number of memberships which had previously 
been in the lower categories. There were certain of those which were obviously 
suitable for solicitation. The more obvious reason for this dollar decrease is 
shown on the enclosed report on "Dropped" members and, as I have said before, it 
is my opinion that the large number of "Drops" was the result of the 40,000 general 
mail solicitation made in the early Autumn of 1958. I would make the following 
observations on this report. 

There were no "Drops" in the calendar year of 1958 in the Annual Double 
category because that category was not established until the end of 1958. There¬ 
fore, the "Drops" in 1959 of 388 in that newly established category were unfortunate 
and you should note that all of them occurred after May 31* 1959. I should comment 
on the fact that, of the 1,039 "Drops" in the Annual Single category for 1959* 

806 occurred in the first five months. Mr. Barnet believes that a very good reason 
for part of this figure lies in the fact that there was a transfer from the Annual 
Single category to the Annual Double category. 

The figures at the right which compare the "Drops" in the first five months 
of 1959 and of i 960 are very encouraging to me. We have done two things which, 
if they are continued, should be rewarding. We are writing personal notes to 
members in the Contributing category and above, enclosing their renewals, referring 
to the plans set forth in the 100th Anniversary Brochure and urging them to con¬ 
tinue their support. We are, also, writing personal letters to those members who 
have "dropped" and such letters restored one membership in the Contributing Class 
and six in the Annual Single Class as well as one $100 member who had been obtained 
through the special letters written by Mr. Hamilton and Mr. Orme Wilson in January 
and June, 1959. The net result, therefore, for the first five months of i 960 would be 
103 against 832 for the same period of 1959 . 


You have been or will be informed by Mr. Williams that a limited mailing 
will take place in the Autumn to a rather selective group of prospects and, in 
connection with that mailing your entire file of prospects is being brought up to 
date and made as accurate as^possible. The work of the Membership Committee will 
resume in September and I believe that our aim will be more accurate because of

MEMORANDUM 


Meeting on July 12, I960 with Mr. Monroe Bush, Assistant to the President, 

The Old Dominion Foundation and Messrs. Hamilton, Williams, Dorra, and 
Barnet. 

In the course of the discussion, Mr. Bush made the following major observations: 


1. It is doubtful that The Old Dominion Foundation would be disposed 
to make a major grant to the Gallery at this time. It is the 
current feeling of their Board of Trustees that they have already 
made significant contributions to the city of Washington. 

2. Any petition, however, by the Gallery to the Foundation would 
receive prompt and thorough attention but there is the probability 
that only a token grant would be made. 


3. It is difficult to ascertain a particular character, purpose or 
raison d r etre in the Corcoran. Although all the needs discussed 
have merit and are demonstrable, it will be necessary for the 
Gallery to decide for itself what it really wants to become, and 
in which area it can make the most significant contribution 
before major foundations will take a great interest in it. The 
aim must be of national importance to obtain major support. 

U. It would be helpful if some dramatic event of artistic importance 
could focus national attention on the Corcoran. This could serve 
as the kickoff for a long range development program wherein major 
foundations and selected large donors would be the principal contacts, 
limited possibly to no more than thirty or forty. 

5. The Gallery at this point should "think big". It might do well 
to set its sights at three or four million dollars over a four to 
five year period. The campaign would be conducted without publicity 
and solicitation efforts would be concentrated on a person-to-person 
basis with the foundations most likely to be interested. He noted 
that our last major gift was received thirteen years ago. 

6. There is a tendency among major foundations to "jump on the band¬ 
wagon" after one of them has made a significant grant to an 
institution. He cited the recent success of the local Arena Stage 
in attracting sufficient contingency grants from five foundations 
to reach its goal. 




7. In setting a goal of four million, it is strongly possible that 
at least one quarter of this might be raised, which would provide 
the funds to meet certain of the needs. Should the long-range 
campaign fail, it will then perhaps be necessary for the Gallery 
to lower its sights. This would mean that The Corcoran Gallery 
of Art would resign itself to the status of a municipal museum 
and accept a position of third rate importance. 


8. Annual income through Membership provides, at best, only operating 
income. Realistically, it must be admitted that there is a maximum 
one may anticipate from this source and we may be near that point 
at this time. (A ceiling of $50,000 is anticipated this year.) 


9. In initial contacts with foundations, he advocates presenting a 
"package of needs" and developing fully a folder on each specific 
need for further negotiation. Funds for the Gallery must be 
sought as part of an integrated and definite program of national 
significance. Promotion of interest in one isolated need, such 
as air-conditioning, probably would not meet with success as it 
has no national value and there are hundreds of other educational 
institutions with as much justified need for such improvements. 


10. The Gallery will always be faced with the continuing competition 
of the National Gallery of Art. 
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
